Russia and Germany Can't 
Be Ignored, He Says. 


(Continued from first page.) 


lapsed at last, utterly exhausted by 
their stupendous war efforts, should be 
considered merely as defaulting debtors 
of France. 

Their government had incurred vast 
Mabilities chiefly in preparation for this 
very war, which had restored France 
to ner former glorions ascendanry over 
Germany. And now a new, ungracious 
government in Russia not only de- 
clared it could not pay up, but refused 
to pretend that it had ever meant to 
perform this impossible feat. 

There could be no dealing with 
such a government. The German peo- 
ple and the Russian people alike had 
no voice at Versailles, and the affairs 
of the world were settled with a ma- 
jestic disregard of these outcast and 
fallen powers. 

They were settled so magnificefitly 
and badly that now the Washington 
conference, whatever limitationg it 
may propose to set upon itself, has in 
effect to reyiew and, if it can, mend or 
replace that appalling settlement. The 
Washinegetdn conference has practically 
to revise the verdicts of Versailles, in 
a fresher air and with a wider outlook. 


Consent by People. 


I do not know how near future his- 
torians may come to saying that the 
Washington conference was planned in 
imitation of that Versailles conference, 
bnt it certainly does start out with one 
most unfortunate resemblance. There 
seems to be the same tacit assumption 
that it is possible to come to some per- 
manent settlement of the world’s af- 
fairs with no representation of either 


the German or the Russian people at | 


the conference. 

The Japanese, the It@lians, the 
French, the Americans, and the Brit-. 
ish, assisted by modest suggestions 
from such small sections of humanity 
as China and Spanish America, are sit- 
ting down to arrangements that will 
amount practically to a settlement of 
the world’s affairs, and they are doi 
so without consulting these two great 
peoples, and quite without their con- 
sent and assistance. . 

This surely runs counter to the fun- 
damental principle of both American 
and British political life—that is to 
Bay, the principle of government with 
the consent of the governed—and it is 
indeed an altogether deplorable inten- 
tion. In some form these two great 
peoples will have to be associated with 
any permanent settlement, and it will! 
be much more difficult to secure their 
assent to any arrangement arrived at 
without even their formal codperation. 


’ Certain Facts About Russia. 

It is necessary to remind ourselves 
of certain elementary facts about Ger- 
many and Russia and their position in 
the world today. They are facts with- 
in the knowledgejof all, and yet they 
seem to be astonishingly forgotten in 
very much of the discussion of the 
Washington conference. 

First let us recall certain points 
about Germany. The German people 
occupy the most central position in 
Europe; they exceed in numbers any 
other European people except the Rus- 
sians; their educational level has been 
as high or higher than any other peo- 
ple in the world; they are, as a people, 
honest, industrious, and_ intelligent; 
upon their social and political well 
being and .economie prosperity the pros- 
perity of Britain, Scandinavia, Russia, 


' Italy—and, in a lesser degree, Frante—

Canngt- Destroy Germany Today. 

It -is impossible to destroy’such a 
people, it ‘is impossible to wipe them 
off the map, but it is possible to ruin 
them economically and gocially. And

Germany has been sverthrown ina 
great war, and it will be well to re- 
call here certain elementary facts about 
that war. Under a particularly ag- 
gressive and offensive imperialist sys- 
tem the Germans were plunged into 
conflict with most of the rest of the 
civilized world. But it was. repeatedly 
declared by the British and by the 
Amerfeans, if not by others of the 
combatants, that they fought not 
against the German people but against 
this Germidn imperialisin.

and a complete restoration of friend- 
ship provided there was a German re- 
ynunciation of imperialism and mill- 
tar ism. 

Germany, exhausted and beaten, sur- 
rendered in 1918 upon the strength of 
these promises And upon the similar 
promises impliéd in President Wilson's 
fourteen points. The declared ends of 
the war had been achieved. The kaiser 
bolted, and Germany repented of him 
publicly and unequivocally. 


But the conference at Versailles 


treated these promises that had been 


mmade to Germany as mere “scraps of 
paper.” The peace imposed upon the 
young’ German republic was a puni- 
tive peace, exactly as -punitive as 
though there were still a kaiser in 
Berlin; it was a vindictive reversal of 
the Franco-Germany treaty of 1871 
without a shred of recognition or toler- 
ance for the chastened Germany that 
faced her conquerors. 

The GerMans were dealt with as 
a race of moral monsters, though no 
one in his senses really believes they 
are very different, man for man, from 
English, French, or American people; 
every German was held to be individu- 
ally responsible for the war, though 
every Frenchman, Englishman, and 
American knows that when one’s coun- 
try fights one has to fight, and it is 
quite natural to fight for it whether 
it is in the right or net; and a sus- 
tained attack of oppressive occupa- 
tions, dismemberment, and impossible 
demands was begun and still goes on 
upon the shattered German civiliza- 
tion—which is at least as vitally neces- 
sary to the world as the French. 

Kicking a Prostrate Enemy. 

The British and French nationalists 
press openly confess that they do not 
intend to give Germany a chance of 
recovery. The European Allies have 
now been kicking the prostrate body 
of Germany for three years; in a little 
while they will be kicking a dead body; 
and, since they are linked geographi- 
cally to their victim almost as closely 
as the Siamese twins were linked to- 
gether, they will share that victim's 
decay. 

It is high time that this barbaric 
insanity, this prolongation of the com- 
bat after surrender? should cease and 
that the best minds and wills of Ger- 
many and the very reasonable repub- 
lican government she has set up for 
herself should be called into consylta- 
tion. I could wish that Washington 
could so far rise above Versailles as 
presently to make that invitation. 
Sooner or later it will have to be made 
if the peace of the world is to be se- 
cured, 

The dbsence of Russia from the 
Washington conference is an even 
graver weakness. People seem to have 
forgotten altogether how the Russians 
bore the brunt of the opening years 
of the great war. Their rapid of-

WHEN EYES DON’T TRACK. 
HERE is one condition that anybody 
can diagnose at sight. Squint is 
the name the doctors give it, but 
the man on the street calls it cock- 
"eyed or cross-eyed, according to the di-

In squint the eye muscles are not 
equally strong or do not pull so as to 
balance each other or some one eye mus- 
cle is shorter or longer than it should be. 
By eye muscles is meant the small mus- 
| cles in the eye socket, but outside of the 
eyeball. They are so attached to the 
eyeball that they cause it to roll in va- 
rious directions, | 


The human eye is so located that the 
images on the curtain of the two eyes 
are about the same. It is true that the 
nose keeps the right eye from seeing as 
much of the fleld to the left as the left 
eye does and likewise obstructs the right 
field for the left eye, but the difference 
is not great. Very early in life the sight 
center in the brain learns to fuse the two 


fields and make each eye fee! that it sees 


all of the fused image. If either eye 
, turns in or out or up or down the fields

Preserving vegetables costs very 
little more than storing them in their 
natural state, because cheap containers 
can be used, such as ole kegs, barrels. 
or tubs used for packing butter and 
lard. 

With small expense enough vege- 
tables can be bought and stored to last 
the ordinary sized family all whiter. 

Few persons realize the many differ. 
ent kinds of vegetables that may be 
preserved. String beans, cabbage in 
the form of sauerkraut, beet tops, and 
turnip tops are easily preserved by 
using the dry salt method. 

Many prefer the brine method be- 
cause it lends itself to a wider usage. 
Cucumbers, string beans, green tome 
toes, corn in the roasting ear stage, 
green peas, beets, beet tops, and turnip 
tops may all be safely preserved by 
fermenting in brine. Many of these 
vegetables are still available for pre- 
serving even this late In the season. 

The dry salt and brine methods no§ 
only a inexpensive, but little work is 
required in preparing and preserving 
the vegetables.
